Anne O'Hare McCormick, in the New York Times, 
compares the war proclamations by Hitler and Molo- 
toff with a “dialogue in hell, supposing hell to be 
some sub-cellar In the moral universe where evil Ls 
good and falsehood Is true. 
Each accuses the other 
ol 'unparalleled perfidy'; each charges the other with 
ull the crimes he himself has committed; each calls 
the other a liar and a traitor." 
The writer goes on to suggest that the reason 
unexpected things have been so common in this war 
Is because spectators are “dealing with minds mov­ 
ing In an unknown dimension, cut loose from every 
standard of reason, decency 
or 
consistency 
that 
shapes the common law of mankind." 
Tin* state of unreason in which momentous deci­ 
sions arc being made in Berlin and Moscow is re­ 
vealed most clearly by the persecution mania thqt 
crops out. in all official utterances. 
Thus Hitler ex­

they were willing to pay the bill 
to replace the screens. 
The officers, mostly pilots down­ 
ed in England, have given the most 
trouble. They are provocative. Col­ 
onel Stethem said, but added th at 
they are quieting down.

enlisted m en are often pugnacious

"No trained

He said the Germ an prisoners 
show no appreciation of kindness, 
th a t their attitude toward b ru tal­ 
ity in combat is th a t “it is war,” 
and th a t there is little apparent 
religious feeling. 
Most of the officers and m en are 
22 to 23 years old. 
There are but 
few men older than 30 and fewer 
still over 40. 
There are no com­

Name Own Spokesmen 
The tem per of the camps varies.

WASHINGTON, June 26 — A total 
national income of at least $85,000,- 
000,000 for 1941 was forecast today 
by agriculture department econo­ 
mists, or a minimum increase of 
$11,000,000,000 over last year. 
Looking beyond 1941. the econo­ 
mists said It. was probable that the 
1942 income would reach $92,000.- 
000,000 and that the rate of indus­ 
trial production would be 40 per 
cent greater than in the boom year 
of 1929. 
Farm Outlook Good 
These estimates were contained 
in a special report on the effect of 
the war and the defense program 
on agriculture, and most of the 
economists’ findings concerned the 
outlook for the farmer, which was 
considered very good. 
Given a continuation of favor­ 
able weather for the rest of the 
crop-growing season and a con­ 
tinuation of the war. tile fanner 
may expect 1941 to surpass 1929 in 
prosperity, the experts said. 
Their prediction was that 194l's 
cash farm income would be about 
$10.600.000.000—$1,500,000,000 
better 
than 1940. 
The economists said that a farm 
income of $10,600,000,000 would fall 
short of 
1929 s $11,221,000,000 in 
terms of dollars, but would sur­ 
pass the latter In purchasing power. 
They expect the 1941 farm dollar 
to buy at least 15 per cent more 
non-farm goods and services than 
the 1929 dollar did. 
Domestic Demand Expands 
Tile economists said there were 
several factors contributing to the 
improvement in the farm situation, 
including an expanding domestic 
demand for farm products as a 
result of re-employment under the 
defense program, new government 
measures supporting farm prices at 
higher levels and an increased d o 
mand by Great Britain for goods of 
high nutritive value. 
Hie report stated that due largely 
to the influence of the lend-lease 
program, agricultural export* dur­ 
ing the fiscal year beginning July 
I were likely to be about double 
the rate prevailing since last Sep­ 
tember.
